The young and the 
genteel-footed, cramp their feet into 
thin-sole. 1, bone-pinching hoots, in or- 
der to display neat feet in the fashion- 
able sense of the term. Now. this is 
very wrong. In cold weather, bpjgts 
of good, thick leather, both in soles 
and uppers, and large enough to give 
rculation of the blood in the 
feel, should be worn by all. They 
should be water-tight but not air-tight; 
it injures the feet to wear an air-Light 
covering over them. India-rubber 
shoes or boots should not be worn ex- 
cept, in wet and slushy weather, and 
then taken olf as soon OS the exposure 
to it is over. No part- of the body 
should he allowed to have a covering 
which entirely obstructs the passage 
of the carbon icaeid gas from tin' pores 
of the skin OUtward, and the moderate 
passage of the air inward to the skin. 
There is one great evil against which 

y parson should be on their guard, 

and it is one which is seldom guarded. 
We mean the changing of warm for 
cold hoots or shoes. A change 
ten made from thicL to thin-soled 
shoes, without reflecting upon the 
consequences which might ensue. It 
is a dangerous practice, and many tin 
individual has Buffered hours of illness 
because of it.

"f states, blotted out the names 
of millions of families, and crowded 
hell with tenants. Egypt, the source 
ience ; Babylon, tlie wonder and 
glory of the world ; Greece, the home 
of learning and liberty ; Home, the 
mist ress of the earth, were each in tarn 
cursed by this great evil, and became 
easy preys to the destroyer. It has 
ed tears to flow sufficient to form 
rivers, squandered money enough to 
exnaust Golconda, shed blood enough 
to redden the waves of every ocean, 
and wrung out wailing enough to form 
a chorus of lamentations in pandemo- 
nium. Many of the mightiest intel- 
lects, many generous natures, many 
happy homes, many of then noblest 
specimens of men and women have 
been blighted by this curse, and brought 
them down into squalid wretchedness. 
It has caused a great deal of the dis- 
eases in the world, from which can 
be traced deafness, blindness, insanity 
and other infirmities. It has sup- 
plied the p r ison* , penitentiaries, alms- 
houses, charily hospitals in the world 
with tenants. It has sent for the 
beggars. Hooded every citv with crime 
.and beastiality. It has done more 
bring earth and hell together, than 
any ojher vice. How terrible, and 
heartrending are all these concomi- 
tant evils, and yet this great evil can 
never be suppressed until the end of 
time, when tlie Lord will lock it up 
with the devils where it belongs, and 
rid the balance of the universe from 
this great curse.

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Dbcembp.r 26th wan the Anniver- 
sary of the birth of Laurent Clerc, 
the first deaf-mute instructor of deaf- 
mutea in America. He came to this 
country from France, at the earnest 
solicitation of Therms Hepkins Qsh 
landet, and the signs which deaf- 
mutes of this country use to-day were 
introduced by him, and it may be 
said that he was the father of the 
American sign-system, ulthongh 'hi' 
perfection in power and scope which 
the language of signs bow possesses 
is in tfreat measure due to the philo- 
sophical study and researches of the 
{J-ilIaodets and the Peets. Clerc did 
not come to our land to teach from 
business motives, but from a feeling 
of sympathy for the nnallevial- 
ed condition of deaf-mutes who 
possessed no facilities for acquir- 
iug an education. On the LAtD 
of April, 1817, the first class of deaf 
mutes — three in number — received 
their initial lesson from him in what 
has now developed into the American 
Asylum, at Hertford, and for forty- 
one years he continued the work thus 
humbly and lovingly begun, until, on 
his retirement, at the Sg« of seventy 
three years, the mini' 
enjoying the udvantag a of education 
in the Unit' -> had i 

more than a thousand to one. 

Laurent Clerc died on the IHth of 
July, 18G9, at tl. f eighty font 

years. His work is commemorated

To-day, at noon, tho regular exami 
nations for the term eamo to an end, 
and for the present all are enjoying a 
short respite awaiting the returns, 
which will be made known to-morrow 
morning. As it may be worthy of 
interest, we will give an idea how the 

examinations are oondnoted in ol 
lege. The three last days in each 
term aro usually set aside as those on" 
which the students are tented as re- 
gards the work i hoy have performed 
during the preceding three months. 

On the morning of examination, a 
cur.-ory glance into the Oolldge chapel 

will show an interesting sight. Along 

the sides of the chapel tomponuy 
tables are set up, and to each table 
about four students of different 
classes are assigned. Tho position of 
each student is distinguished by a 
slip bearing his name. After Un- 
usual morning prayers, the students 
go tO their respective places and 
await the coming of the examination 
papers. Soon tho professors enter, 
and hand around their papers with a 
smile and a pleasant hope that sue 
coss may crown each student's efforts 
Tho student takes the paper as though 
it were a mass of dynamite, and feebly 
attempts to return the winning smile 
of the professor.

I have noticed some complaints 
From the deaf of the manner in which 
they have been treated, by those who 
can hear, in the ,loi knai,, and I ivisl. 
to present the other side of" the ques- 
tion to the readers of that paper. I 
think the writers me laboring under 
a mistake, when they think they ,-u-, 

despised on account of their deafness. 
I have mixed as mm li with those that 
Ciin hear as with the deaf, and have 
not experienced the iUtreatment, ol 

which the poisons to whom I allude 
complain. Of course some peopli 
are rude to the deaf, but as they »r, 
equally rude to those who can hear, 
we have no right to complain of then 
conduct on the score of our deafness. 

I remembw one ease of such rot 

I was once arguing with a so called 
lady, and because I could not see an\ 

■force in her argument, she told me 

" the deaf were shut in," /. #,, narrow 
minded. It is very true that some ol 
the deaf are narrow minded, but so 
are some ol my acquaintances who cm 
hear, and this lady happ, nod to hi 
ono of the most narrow -minded of the 
lot. She thought me narrow-minded, 
and I had the muuo opinion of her, 
and thought her very rude too ; so w< 
were quits. I did not tell niv opinion 
of her, but dropped her acquaintance 
as not worth having. 

The fact is those among the deaf 
who complain of lack of respect on 
the part of those who can hear, want 
too ranch respect shown them. They 
think they are a great deal better 
than they are. and think they know ii 
great deal more than they do. and 
when their mistake is pointed out to 
them, they fly into a rage, and talk ol 
lack of respect. They are not alone 
in this ; they can comfort lliemselso 
by the reflection that a great many 
who can hear. " row ill the same 

boat." 
Why an intelligent, well-bred deaf 

mute should be bully treated, because 
he lacks a single sense, I c m not for 
the life of me imagine. If he behaves 

himself like a gentleman, he will be so 
treated by gentlemen, As for vnlgai 
people, no gentleman cares a 
now they behave to him. In fact, the 
worse they behave the hotter, as. he 
eau show his contempt for them li\ 
leaving their company, and only as- 
sociating with his equals. The 
opinion of rowdies is not 
having; it only lowers a person. 

To forsake the company of all per 
sons who can hear, simply because n 
single individual of that class is rudi 
to a deaf man, is downright ridieul 

OQS. It will pre von t the deal from 
improving, if they only Rsaooiatu with 
the deal. I have noticed that those 
among my deaf friends who mix free- 
ly with those that can hear, an- 
al ways the most intelligent, while 
those who associate altogether with 
the deaf, are behind the age 01 
course wa ought to be glad to do all 
we can for the deal, and like to meet 
them, but that ia no reason why we 
should want all our friends to be deaf 

like ourselves. Vanity is the spice 

of life. If we only take nn interest 
in the matters which concern our 
class, we will soon get in a rut, and 
will be fortunate if we don't become 
intensely ignorant and narrow minded 

Tbe (rreat Df. John Kitto would 

not have bo< n the man he was, nor 
have done the good he did, if he had 
said like one of my classmates, " I am 
limb , There is no at 

mprovo. That is all

A physician Writes to an Irish news 
paper as follows: — 

You did me the honor of publishing 
in your issOfr my letter containing all 
infallable and never-failing recipe for 
i he oore of diphtheria, which is simply 
to put, a teaspoon I'll I of sulphur into 

a wineglass of water and stir it with 

the linger instead of a spoon, as the 
sulphur does not, readily amalgamate 
with water. When the .sulphur is 
well mixed then it is to be given to 

the patient to gargle, and after gar 

gling to swallow it, and the patient 

will be out of danger in ten miniil.es. 
When the fungus is too nearly (dos- 
ing to allow the gargling, the sulphur 

in that, case should Ije blown through 
a quill into the throat, and, after the 
fungus is sufficiently shrunk to allow 
of it, then the gargling.
